In view of the questions which 
may arise as to the effect which 
the Withholding Tax law may 
have upon the ability of employees 
to participate in the voluntary 
pay-roll savings plan for the pur­ 
chase of War Savings Bonds, I 
wish to point out that the legis­ 
lation does not impose an addi­ 
tional tax on employees but mere­ 
ly provides a more convention t 
method for them to set aside each 
pay day an amount to cover their 
tax liability to the Government. 
As a matter of fact, there are 
certain advantages to the em- 
polyee under the act Pur one 
thing, taxes up to $80.00 are com­ 
pletely forgiven as to the 1942 
taxes, and 76% of the 1943 taxes 
are forgiven with
